2. I he 1 .i* 1 period Cor all Fstabhshcd (mpoiU'is of Dates horn Saudi Aiabia, Mu'tat 
and other Persian Gulf Ports excluding Tran and Iraq has been extended; and with effect 
from the licensing period October ’67-Septemher ’68 the basic period will be from 
1961-62 to 1965-66. However, Established Importers having past imports of Dates from 
these countries within the previous basic period (i.e. 1956-57 to 1961-62) will he entitled 
to apply for licences under this policy on the basis of their accepted past imports, if they 
so desire. 

3. Established Importers, who had imported this item from the above countries by 
Sailing Vessels/Steamers may accordingly submit their applications to the Joint Chief Con¬ 
troller of Imports & Exports, Bombay on or before the 6th February, 1968, in the usual 
form and manner, complete in all respects, stating clearly the specific country from -which 
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thov want to Import, supported by documentary evidence in respect of past imports of the 
•aid item from that particular country. All incomplete applications are liable to be 
rejected. 

4. Import licences granted to the eligible established importers will be valid for import 
from only that particular country from which they have past imports and their validity 
period will be upto the 30/h September, 1968. No extension will be allowed under any 
circumstances. The importers are, however, free to utilise the full value of the licences any 
time within their validity period 

5. Licences issued in terms of above paragraphs will be valid for import opto 60 per 
cent by sailing vessels and the balance by steamers etc.
